Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your 
district  for  1965.  It  contains  information  which  has  been  requested  by 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  l/66. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  19^7  SECTION  47 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  persons,  generally 
elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who  are  unable  to  look 
after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and  are  in 
such  a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

The  problem  of  a certain  lady  living  in  a Council  house  is  still 
with  us.  It  has  been  impossible  to  provide  a home  help  in  this  case. 

Such  help  has  been  refused  by  the  tenant  and  also  the  home  help  organiser 
tells  me  that  she  has  difficulty  in  finding  home  helps  in  Machynlleth, 
especially  in  the  summer  months. 

¥ITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  22  live  births  giving  a rate  of  12.29  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  15.47  in  1964.  The  County  Rate  was  14.95  per  1,000  population 
There  was  one  illegitimate  birth. 

There  were  no  home  confinements. 

There  were  no  death  in  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

There  were  27  deaths  giving  a rate  of  15.08  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  14.36  in  1964.  The  rate  for  the  County  was  12.93* 

HOUSING 

The  44  houses  at  Tregarth  were  completed  and  most  of  the  eight  bungalows 
for  elderly  people. 

Plans  were  drawn  up  for  four  flats  and  four  maisonettes  at  Gradgfach,  which 
is  a re-development  area  in  the  middle  of  the  town,  where  several  cottages 
are  to  be  demolished  for  the  erection  of  these  buildings. 

Two  two-bedroom  bungalows  at  Tregarth  were  started. 

Three  houses  were  under  construction  by  private  enterprise  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  none  were  completed. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Tipping  has  continued  at  the  old  site  but  the  Council  will  have  to  look 
for  another  site  soon  as  the  present  tip  is  coming  to  the  end  of  its  useful 
life.  The  tip  is  regularly  baited  for  rats. 

A twice  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out,  the  Council  hiring 
the  refuse  vehicle  which  belongs  to  the  Rural  District  Council, 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

The  public  Health  Inspector  continues  to  carry  out  10C$  meat  inspection 
at  the  local  slaughterhouse. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  supplying  water  to 
the  district.  There  was  no  shortage  of  water  throughout  the  year. 

The  water  is  regularly  sampled  and  analysed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Aberystwyth. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewage  disposal  Works  were  badly  flooded  in  December,  1964  and  follow 
ing  this  difficulties  were  experienced  in  desludging  various  tanks  and 
drying  beds.  Eventually  a machine  had  to  be  hired  from  Shrewsbury  to  empty 
some  of  the  tanks  and  the  sludge  from  these  was  disposed  of  on  the  Town 
refuse  tipt 


Desludging  the  drying  beds  proved  difficult  throughout  the  year 
and  a report  is  to  be  prepared  upon  these  and  upon  any  steps  that 
may  be  found  necessary  to  improve  matters. 

There  was  again  flooding  in  the  Dovey  Valley  in  December,  1965 t 
this  caused  little  trouble  in  the  Town  itself, 

I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  my  colleagues  on 
the  staff  of  the  Urban  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help  in  all 
matters  affecting  public  health.
